The rage for worshipping at 
the shrine of Keynes, however, 
can be overdone. Once, presum­ 
ably for my sins, I had to strug­ 
gle with Keynes’s most famous 
work. "The General Theory of 
Employment, Interest and Mon­ 
ey,” until it had become suffi­ 
ciently clear for me to comment 
on it in a book devoted to the 
origins of im portant economic 
theories. Keynes’s 
book is 
a 
head-cracker filled with opaque 
phrases. Waiting in the depths 
of 
the 
depressed 
Thirties, 
Keynes derided savings. This 
was understandable at a tim e 
when business men were hoard­ 
ing their cash and cutting down 
on employment. But, more signi­ 
ficantly to me, Keynes had vir­ 
tually nothing to say in his book 
about the whole role of inven­ 
tion and technological advance 
in generating a sizeable Gross 
National Product. His book con­ 
stituted a theory for a static 
world in which the manipulation 
of the money supply was the all- 
im portant m atter. It no more 
explains the production and aug­ 
mentation of wealth and well­ 
being than the theories of W’il- 
liam Jennings Bryan or the late 
"Coin” Harvey. 
The Keynesians and the neo- 
Keynesians may know a thing 
or two about the manipulation 
of the money supply to mitigate 
the swings of the business cycle. 
But the growth of the American 
economy over the past genera­ 
tion, I submit, is due to factors 
that Keynes almost completely 
overlooked. What happened, in 
tile Nineteen Forties and 
Fif­ 
ties, is that a veritable explo­

Again for 
my sins, I once had to read the 
books of the neo Keynesians, Al­ 
vin Hansen of Harvard, P a u l 
Samuelson of M ET., and a few 
others for an editorial page se­ 
ries on the economic textbooks 
in use in our universities. They 
all tended to underplay the im­ 
portance of individual ingenuity 
and inventiveness. Indeed, Lud* 
wig Erhard, now .the West Ger­ 
man 
Chancellor, 
brought

country back from the brink of
